East Jordan, Michigan 


School 
board 
continues 
struggle 


for funding 


The East Jordan Schoo! Board 
decided at its Monday meeting that 
the school district will continue to 
participate in the case brought against 
the State of Michigan for under-fund- 
ing of certain mandated programs. 

Continuing with the Durant/ 
Schmidt case will cost the district just 
$175 in legal fees, the board reported. 
The state has under-funded programs 
such as special education, driver edu- 
cation and food service since 1978. 

If found liable, the state may be 
responsible for costs not paid to 
school districts since that year. For 
East Jordan schools the amount owed 
by the state could easily exceed 
$150,000, superintendent Chip 
Hansen estimates, 

The state may “raid” other 
school funding sources to pay off its 
obligations if found liable, Hansen 
said. The “At-Risk” funding would 
be a likely target. 

“Continuing with the suit is an 
insurance policy against a potential 
state raid in other budgetary areas, 
and we need to cover our bases to 
protect ourselves against that prob- 
ability,’ Hansen said. 

In other action, the board ap- 
proved an infrastructure agreement 
with the city. The agreement outlines 
the street, sewer and sidewalk work 
associated with the new middle 
school. 

The board also finalized an em- 
ployment contract with Donna James 
for her administrative assistant posi- 
tion. James works inthe business and 
operations department. She holds a 
B.S. in accounting from Lake Supe- 
rior State University and a CPA en- 
dorsement. Her annual salary will be 
$37,500. 


Antrim County 
Commissioners 
say no to drilling 


An Antrim County commission 
resolution passed on Thursday that 
opposes any drilling on state-owned 
lands within the Jordan Valley, also 
declares support for the work of the 
Friends of the Jordan River 
Watershed, 

John Hummer, Watershed 
program director, said the group has 
helped to organize support to block 
the energy industry from gaining 
entry to the Jordan Valley and the 
commissioners voiced their 
recognition of the group’s efforts. 
Hummer also applauded the 
commissioners’ dction on the 
resolution. 

“The board of commissioners 
sent a clear message today,” Hummer 
said. “The public’s right to enjoy the 
beauty and serenity of the Jordan 
Valley takes precedence over the 
supposed rights of a businessman and 
his speculative investment. With their 
vote, that is what the Antrim County 
Board of Commissioners 
emphatically stated ....” 

The Jordan Valley is a 22,000 
acre stretch of wild forest in Antrim 
County. It is one of the last 
unindustrialized regions in the lower 
peninsula. Since 1975, the 
Department of Natural Resources has 
barred oil and gas drilling and other 
industrial activities in the valley 
under a state-sanctioned management 
plan. 

But an Elmira businessman, 


-Walter Zaremba, is seeking 


permission from the Department of 
Environmental Quality to develop 40 
acres of oil and gas rights that he 
leased from a private mineral owner 
in 1994, 

Department of Environmental 
Quality officials have said they 
support energy development in. the 
Jordan, and the agency is taking 
administrative steps to approve 
Zaremba’s proposal, According to 
Hummer. 

The Friends of the Jordan River 


_ Watershed has intervened in the case 


to block industrial development of 


one of the midwest’s premier 


recreation and natural areas, Hummer 
said.

I got to looking through some 
old magazines the other day and in 
the April, 1966 issue of Ladies Home 
Journal (the cover was missing, I 
thought it was an issue of Look), John 
Gunther (a free-lance writer) had 
written an article entitled “The 
Overspenders (How America 
Lives).” 

It seems that in 1966 people 
were living beyond their means, us- 
ing credit to make up the difference 
and still struggling to make ends 
meet. Sound familiar? 

In 1966 my dad was bringing in 
around twelve hundred a month from 
national magazine advertising sales, 
my mom was a housewife, we lived 
in a five bedroom tudor home with 
full basement and swimming pool, 
and had a brand new car — on one 
income. On the average, to achieve 
a similar standard of living in today’s 
marketplace requires two incomes. 


a few weeks after the holiday, we 
would experience a return to the old, 
less responsible days. But, never 
fear, because sometime in early Feb- 
ruary the coming of the Easter Bunny 
would begin to have enormous power 
on our young children. 

It’s not that we’re particularly 
proud of our use of blackmail. But 
ask any really successful parent and 
they’ ll tell you just how effective the 
skill can be. The trick is to ply these 
skills without being mean or hurtful. 
Just matter of fact. 

“You want to see the big guy, 
you need to clean your room” is a 
simple, no nonsense way to get things 
done. It’s like when we tell our teen- 
agers not to bother even trying to put 
one over on us because no matter 
what they may think, we always find 
out what really happened. 

I'll never forget the time our 
daughter was talking to a friend about 
arelationship between a girl and boy, 
who were experiencing some diffi- 
culties. When I acknowledged that I 
knew more about this relationship 
than the young ladies were comfort- 
able with, they were stunned. 

“How did you know, Mom?” my 
daughter asked. I just smiled. I’ve 
learned that it's always wise to keep 
my sources to myself. 

But the one problem with using

the “Santa factor” is that eventually 
the children become older and the 
trick doesn’t work well. Or so ] 
thought until I walked into our clean 
home last week. 

“Well, well, well,” I thought, 


“we've still got it!” As I wandered © 


from neat room to neat room, I rev- 
eled in the belief that my husband and 
I may have conquered this parenting 
stuff. For over 16 years we've 
struggled to raise good, sensible and, 
at least marginally, obedient children. 
And this exceptionally tidy dwelling 
was evidence that we had been some- 
what successful. At least that’s what 
I was thinking on this particular day. 

Now, one lesson of life that I’ ve 
never been really quick to learn is that 
things are rarely as simple as they 
appear. 

As I relaxed in front of our 
Christmas tree, enjoying the fact that 
Ihad no laundry to do and no kitchen 
to clean, our wonderful, tively chil- 
dren dashed into the room. “Mom! 
You're home,” they exclaimed. “We 
cleaned up everything.” 

As I expressed my pleasure at 
their industriousness, they fidgeted. 
“Mom,” they said, “we need to buy 
Christmas presents. Can we have 
some money?” Seems the blackmail 
thing works both ways.

This is progress? What happened to 
the good old days? 

The average income for doctors 
in 1966 was about $15,000 a year, 
lawyers around $11,000, engineers 
$7,500, and teachers a thousand less 
than that. Most companies at that 
time paid 100 percent of employee 
health benefits and had pension plans 
that required no matching contribu- 
tions. 

Tract houses ran about $15,000, 
cars around $5,000 (you could get an 
Amphicarfor around $3,500), and a 
coast to coast three minute telephone 
call was a buck (I guess deregulation 
works). 

Take the above figures and mul- 
tiply them by about five or six and 
we approximate today’s dollar val- 
ues, Comparing the 1966 household 
budgets presented in the article to 
today’s budgets, it seems we haven’t 
changed our spending habits all that 
much. Consumer credit is at an all- 


time high and the only thing that’s 
changed is our standard of living 
(lower) and our tax rates (higher). 

1966 State and Federal taxes 
averaged 10 percent of gross income, 
today almost one quarter of our earn- 
ing go to pay our tax bill. The aver- 
age American works almost four and 
a half months every year just to pay 
Uncle Sam. No wonder a family 
needs two incomes. 

We aren’t the only ones over- 
spending either. Our government 
continues to operate at enormous 
deficits regardless of the increases in 
tax revenue generated by our per- 
sonal incomes. It’s the American 
Way — growth through greater debt. 
Someday we'll either have to pay all 
that money back by paying MORE 
taxes, or write off the entire amount 
as a bad debt (we only owe it to our- 
selves anyway). So much for the fu- 
ture value of the dollar. I think I'll 
start buying yen.

Boyne City basketball fans: If you saw 
the Ramblers easily win their first two 
games, but couldn’t make the long trip to 
Mio on Saturday, don’t get down.
